Commiſſions they now hold, ſo as to prevent ſuperceſſions by the vari us Recent

% HavinG thus detailed to you the new Arrangements we have thoughr fit to 


| adopt for our Army in India, with ſuch Regulations as appear to us to he proper, to 


promote the object thereof, we have only to direct that you. carry the ſame into 


eſfect 
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effect, ſo far as they relate to your Prefidency, and we entertain the moſt ſanguine 
expectation that all future cauſe cf eiſcontenr will be effectually done away, and 
that our Milit-ry Officers, of every deſcription, will feel duly impreſſed with a 
ſenſe of the protection u hich has been extended to them, and the very great regard 
we have ſhewn to their intereſt, in thus providing for their immediate riſe in our 
Army, for a temporary relaxation from the Toils and Fatigues naturally attendant 


upon the profeſſion of Arms, and, finally, by the proviſion made for them for 
their Lives, at the period of their retiring to their Native Country.“ 


«© We ere aware, that, in a, ſubject of ſo extenſive and complicated a nature, 
notwithſtanding all the pains we hare beſtowed on it, ſome errors may have crept 


into the preceediog Arrangements, and, if any ſuch ſhall be Rate1 to you, you: 


will tranſmit them to us with your obſervations upon them. At the ſame time, as: 


the ſubje&t has undergone ſo much conſideration, and the exvence of cur Military. 
Eſtabliſhments will thereby be greatly encreaſed, we truſt you will not be harri fled 
with unfounded application, Our Military Servants of every Rank will conſider, . 
wich candor, the great and important variation which is n»w made in the Service 
of our Army in India, and if any one or more Individuals ſhall feel that, in any re- 
ſpec, their own perſonal fituations are not exactly what they might wiſh, they ought 
to Balance the whole together, and tecollect how much, not only each Ind: vidual, 
in other repects, but the whole Service in General has gained in point of Credit, 
Emolument, and Reſpectability, by the Arrangements we have now made.“ 


«© Wer have Reſolved in our Arrangements beforementioned, that the Five Regi- 
ments of Cavalry at your Prefidency, ſhall be formed into Four. Our Orders of: 
2th July 1794, will place Major Dugald Campbell, who by the preſent plan be-
